And one of the teachers there happen to be a graduate 
of MES, and she suggested I go there. fWinnifredl Prendergast. 
She might have taught at MES...

No! It was PE, and there was nothing at the University of 
Toronto and then I would have had to go to McGill and didn't want 
to go that far. I do not think we could have taught in Ontario 
Public Schools unless we had gone to Normal. You had to teach in 
the Y or private schools.

I liked camp very much...

I don't think I had any as a matter of fact. I enjoyed my two 
years there very much. I wasn't in residence. I lived in Port 
Credit and went down every day by train.

I do not remember anything about the instructors. I like the 
doing of the things rather than the other courses that we had to 
take, the speaking, we took a few courses like that. Then of 
course the first year we took some drama as well, but then the 
next year it was closed. We just took PE and dancing. I don't 
remember going out to teach from MES,.... not when I was there

I wasn't interested in the drama at all. We had to take it. 

Can't think of anything else than taking a course in general. 

VII. What do you remember about the school's principal and board? 

I forget the name. [Bertram Forsyth). Mary Hamilton was 
president of our part - the physical education part. She owned 
Camp Tanamakoon and we took our training up their in September, 
Camp Training. We all like her very much, I remember that, she 



was a very very nice person and I thought clever. She taught us. 
[Scott Raff! I remember the name but do not remember her 
personally. We took literature and some of those subj-ects and 
took them.

I attended some classes and then got married. Well I didn’t even 
think of working outside the home.

I do not remember doing anything at the Y, but I do remember 
doing a demonstration at Hart House once....

I think the reason for that [claims of some of elitism] was that 
it used to be called the Margaret Eaton School of Literature and 
Expression, and people went there I believe as a finishing 
school, but it seems somebody decided that they needed some 
exercising classes and when they got Miss Hamilton to come in and 
teach them what we called physical culture in those days, and her 
classes became so popular that it just took over. The others 
fell by the wayside. 

I would not know how students paid. Most of the time we taught 
at Summer camp in preparation for our work... Camp Ontonko . {sp?> 
I would know anyone later on. 

[Alumnae] Oh I did for awhile back east and there is someone 
here. Flora Musgrave, on Balsam.... she would be a good person 
to call because she taught at MES after she graduated. Most of 
them are not around anymore. We did not get together around 
here. We got together once I think. 

Work? Some Saturday morning classes and Y but just for a short 
time. Volunteer - no got married and had a family. 

[Oralce and MESOLAE] never heard of it. One of the graduates, 
Dorothy Jackson... 3 schools.... moved to Vancouver in 39 and 
have lost track since then. I can't remember a yearbook for our 
graduating class.... some pictures at graduation, regular end of 
the year photographs. No newspaper articles. Probably just a 
graduation pamphlet....
